The sense of collegiality, student 
centeredness, and commitment of most of the 
faculty, administration, and staff immediately 
impressed me when J arrived at Dominican 
College in 1987. What clearly was missing, at 
least from my student life perspective, were 
the physical facilities that could house 
adequately after class programs, activities, or 
even casual student interaction. 

While the college had expanded in 
its first thirty-five years beyond its the 
grounds of the Convent into leased class- 
room and administrative buildings, the 
College’s basketball teams were playing their 
home games in Tappan Zee High School or at 
Nyack College, the student residents were 
housed in an old Masonic Nursing Home 
one-half mile away, and the commuters 
inhabited a small undistinguished cafeteria 
and a modest student lounge as their 
gathering places. 

While many colorful stories could 
be and have been told about the old Resi- 
dence Center including tales of deceased 
patients inhabiting the hallways, the building 
was less than ideal as a College residence 
hall. Today, through the efforts of many, not 
the least of which include College Presidents 
and the Board of Trustees, the College 
enjoys anew campus with a large, attractive 
gymnasium, a modern residence hall with 
multiple living options, and a beautiful dining 
center with health and bookstore facilities. 
An academic Health and Sciences complex 
will soon be added. 

We are grateful for these new 
student life facilities, and we can only hope 
that as it evolves, it will always remain the 
institution of collegiality, student challenge, 
and support and dedication that it was when 
I first came here in 1987.

I got my first look at Dominican when I came for an interview in 1979, after 
several years of working in big university systems. It was (in retrospect) a 
comically traumatic experience. 

My interviewers took me to my office-to-be in Casey Hall, the former 
elementary school. The office had a water fountain that, like all the water fountains, 
in the building, was about 2 1/2 feet high, just about right for 7-year old people. The 
linoleum tile floor had pictures of cute clowns and adorable little duckies. 

No, I couldn’t visit the gym (there wasn’t one) or the dormitory or dining 
hall (sorry, we didn’t have those either). But I could have a catalog describing the 
array of academic program options and courses. This occupied a grand total of 30 
pages - large print - plus 3 pages on an ROTC military program. 

I thought that, well, I did need a job now and could always move some- 
where else in a year or two. Besides, this seemed to be a place where (in contrast to 
some of my previous experiences) the administrators knew all the faculty and the 
faculty knew - and actually seemed to care about - their students. I thought that 
was pretty nice. 

Twenty-four years later, as I look around at a campus with a handsome 
modern gym/dormitory/dining complex; with a completely transformed Casey Hall 
(including, yes, adult-size water fountains); and with an array of undergraduate and 
graduate program options - many of them nationally accredited - that it now takes a 
closely printed 72 pages of the catalog to describe. 

In the back of my mind I suppose I still think, like most people, that I could 
always move somewhere else in a year or two. But I also keep noticing that this is a 
place where the administrators know all the faculty and the faculty know - and 
actually care about - their students. 

And I still think that’s pretty nice.
